Acceptance of hate 

The recent and, . though somewhat .di- 
minished, continuing flurry of hate literature 
which has reached many McGill students, 
should force us to analyse'our own attitudes 
to this problem. We can and must call upon 
the government for some action, some legis- 
lation which could be used against the dis- 
seminators of racist propaganda, if they are 
apprehended. Indeed, if we do not get 
prompt results, we must redouble our efforts. 

Nevertheless, whatever action the govern- 
ment does or does not take we should main- 
tain our own guard lest the Nazi agitators 
achieve tacitly what few will grant them 
explicitly, namely -- acceptance. 



One of the greatest dangers is that, faced 
with a lack of legal weapons to use in, the 
battle, we will conie to accept hate literàturé 
as an unfortunate but inevitable phenomenon 
in our midst. To believe this is to commit the 
grayest of errors. A democratic society cannot 
"accept" those who heap abuse on defence-, 
less segments of the population. It must ceact 
quickly and effectively to ostracize diseases 
which can only weaken its moral and intellec- 
tual fiber. It is for this reason that we must, 
while demanding government action, main- 
tain our own vigilance, lest we be Infected. 

It would be wrong to adopt the wjtch- 
hunting| methods of the late Senator McCarthy 
in attempting to combat the hate • mongers. 
However, it would be nothing less than 
criminal to grant tacit acceptance to these 
people through our own inaction.

The Panorama of Pakistan 



We toured many famous, hîiloric sights — the Khyber'Poss, 
Shollmor Gardens and the Red Fort in Lahore for examples — 
but our visit to Mohenjodaro, the mysterious city of the dead, 
will remain one of my most vivid memories. Of the four buried 
cities of West Pakistan (Taxila, Harropa and Thatia being the 
others), Mohenjodaro was certainly the most interesting. As well, 
the events of that day are {ust loo humorous to forget quickly. 
The buried remains of this civ- variety, of |ars of different shapes 



ilization which flourished some 
5,000 yeairs ago in the Indus Val- 
ley were discovered in 1022 by an 
archcolbgist who was excavating 
a Buddhist stupa on the site. (A 
stupa is a place for worship in 
which relics of Buddha arc 
buried). 

' The city, ^located on the west- 
ern banlc of tlie Indus river about 
six miles from Dokri railway sta- 
tion, was extremely well planned; 
its wide,' paved streets crossed 
each other at right angles. The 
baked brick buildings, elaborate 
drainage system, soak pits for the 
disposal of sewage,' a large state 
granary and public bath indicate 
that tlohcnjodaro was a metro- 
polis of some importance. The 
homes of the wealthier residentii 
scciMd^to>ransist of a courtyard 
wiUi^ccm^^through a side alley 
iristead of the main street, a 
watchman's room, and I i v i n g 
rooms of different sixes including 
kitchen and bathroom.' These 
houses had paved floors of brick, 
drains which opened into the 
street and chutes for the disposal 
of garbage. The sewage system 
of Mohenjodaro seemed more 
elaborate and more efficient than 
that existing in many Paidstani 
villages today. 

' The pottery uncovered at the 
site consisted mainly of ■ lam* 



and sizes, but all perfectly sym* 
metrical. Some ef^lhit^oarthan. 
ware had been 'decerated with 
painted designs which were still 
visible. As well, coins, weights 
and measures of assorttd values 
that were foiind Indicated an ef« 
ficlent government and an organ* 
ized economy. . ^ . 

How this civiilzatlôn' *'wa8 dfr^'" 
slroycd remains an undiscovered 
secret. Our guide suggested that 
the human skeletons found im- 
plies the inhabitants had- been 
massacred by invading armies 
from thé north. Perhaps. On the 
other hand, what was once a 
fertile plain with abundant agri- 
cultural produce is today an arid 
wasteland with an. average rain- 
fall ot only three inches a year. 
The monsoons at some time must 
have changed their course with 
the result that life at Mohénjoda» 
ro becathe impossible. 

To get from Dokri railway sta- 
tion to Mohenjodaro, we literally 
commandeered the only local bus. 
What its passengers did for trans- 
portation, we never found out. 
While the details of our tour 
were lieing arranged,' niost of us 
sought the shade of the only 
large tree in. the area. Some of 
the boys cooled off by putting 
thehr heads, arms and legs under 
a pump Just outside the admin- 
istration building. As the day 
wore on and the temperature rose 
— it eventually climbed to a siz- 
zling 120 degrees in the shade, 
the hottest day of the summer, 
the number of pump users in- 
creased. Even the girls resorted 
to this method - of refreshing 



themselves. Because of the heat, 
a great part of the day was spent 
moving our rug around the base 
of that marvellous tree, chasing 
the relief it provided for us from 
the sun. . • 

Our lunch of curry, potatoes, 
and of course tea, was prepared 
by thè mën who worked, at the 
site. I was constantly, amazed- at 
the facility with which the local 
people,' time after time, managed 
to feed pur travelling army. Cook- 
ing meals for and serving over 
fifty people is quite a task. 

The site employees were musi- 
cians as well as cooks and servers 
and during the afternoon they 
'tnttrtalned us with StndhI songs 
^'andrdances. After some coaxing, 
we ioined their circle and 'clap- 
ped along*. One thing that sur* 
prised me — > beside each man 
lay m gun -7- and none of the Pa*

The bus was supposed to re- 
turn to Mobendojaro to pfck us 
up as we had to catch a train at 
e o'clock. In retaliation for our 
earlier use of it perhaps, it did 
not reappear. The only other 
mode of transportation in this 
area was the tonga — a calèche- 
like, horse-drawn cart capable of 
seating five people. Somehow, all 
the tonga drivers in Dokri were 
summoned to .our rescue . and we 
piled six and seven into their 
vehicles. . , .. . 



We arrived at the station -to 
discover that we had missed the 
train by flftcen minutes. The next 
one would pass tlurough Dokri 
approximately six hours later. 
The prospect of a six-hour wait 
on a small station platform was 
accepted (?) in different ways. 
Some of the students carried thsir 
mattresses from our carriages to 
the platform and simply laid 
down;\Others sought refuge under 
tho depot pump. A few of us who 
wandered around aimlessly just 
looking at the rice fields and the 
men and women who laboured in 
them, found ourselves the objects 
of many stares and comments. To 
mc, the situation was ludicrous. 



Our group had been received by 
government officials, was pro- 
vided with excellent accommoda- 
tions and a detailed schedule — 
and yet were forced by circum- 
stances to eat and sleep on a 
station platform. This was really 
an "if our parents could see us 
now predicament" and yet, in re- 
trospect, was for me one of the 
most valuable experiences of the 
summer. 

Somehow again we wtre fed 
by a community effort and soon 
afterwards our coaches were at- 
tached to the Bolan Pass mail 
train. After quite • day we were 
finally on our way- through the 
desert to Quetta.
